1. This action is in response to papers filed 18 November 2004 in which cl aim s 15, 25 and 
26 were amended and claims 18 and 20. This action is further in response to the Ex amin er's 
Amendments, detailed below, discussed and agreed upon during an interview with the 
examiner and Ms. Amick on 16 February 2005. 

The previous rejections in the Office Action dated 16 June 2004 are withdrawn in view 
of the amendments and Applicant's comments regarding the previous rejection of Claim 18.

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REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The claims are drawn to a solution having a pH of between 8 and 10 and comprising 

NTPs at a concentration of between 2 and 200mmol/l. While the prior art teaches NTP solution 

at the claimed pH and at the claimed composition, the prior art does not teach or suggest 

combination of the known concentrations and known pH values. 

Furthermore, the instant specification illustrates an unexpected increase in stability 

over time of the NTPS at the claimed concentration and pH (page 4, first and second full 

paragraphs, Fig. 6 and Example 3).
